1* 'Hie following ree points: are the basis for cooperation between the USSH 
and the Chinese Communists s 

The Soviet foreign policy in the Far Fast has been mainly the same as 
the foreign policy of fthe Chinese Communists, from the standpoint of 
the Chinese Cormmmists. The most important point is that both the USSR 
and the Chinese Communists fear that Japan will revive and rearm* The 
second is that they desire a Communist Korea,, The third is that their 
relations with the various other Fax East countries bordering China 
havj as yet shorn no point of difference,, It is possible that there 
might be some difference in their relations with the United States and 
Great Britain, but temporarily they agree on this also* From these 
points, it is seen that it would not be possible at present for the 
USSh and the Chinese Communists to have any major difficulties in 
their relations* 

bo At present, the Chinese Communists find it hard to feel that the Soviet 
expansion of power into Chinese soil carries with it any threat of 
aggression. They are willingly taking such as the "help 0 from a bro- 
therly nation. This is the only "heir” they receive, and they have no 
reason to give it up* 


e* From the historical viewpoint, the USSR h^s taught the Chinese Communists 
to take advantage of the nationalistic aspirations of the people and 
the urge for democracy, and has also taught them how to strengthen the 
Chinese Communist Party (CCF) to attain victory. They are brotherly 
Communist Parties of the Communist International, and this tie remains 
strong. 
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2* Th© gilef differences that might develop in Si no -Soviet relations ar# as 
follows 3 


a* The USSR* already a strong nation* is hull ding an iron curtain, running 
the race for rearmament* and everywhere trying to stir up war end to vie 
with the democratic countries led by the United States, with a view to 
realising a Communist empire* In the Far Fast* she follows a radically 
provocative policy. The Chinese Soissunists, however e have not become 
firm in their political control over China; China is not revived, and 
she is still a poor and backward coimtry, urgently in need of peace and 
reconstruction, These conditions* m reflected in the minds of the 
Chinese Communist leaders, call for a fight for existence., for secur- 
ity, and for strength* How, the warlike policy of the USSR has made th© 
Chinese Communists join the Korean war, and she has been pulled aloag 
the path of a third world war* That, is the chief Inconsistency in the 
relations between the Chines© Communists and the USSR. 

b* Soviet help for the Chines© Comimmists lags far behind the pressing re- 
quirements of the Chinese Cojaammit ts * 

Co By far the greatest majority of the Chinese people long for peace and 

reconstruction, and they would not \m willing to follow th© USSR entirely 
to be enemies of the United States, Great Britain and other nation*., and 
further, China has traditionally bean friendly with the United States. 
These factors must have had quite some effect among Chinese Communist 
leaders < 

d« Since pulling the Chines© ^ComuaWts into the Korean war, th<* USSR fears 
that the Chinese Communists might tend to fall into the pcyc/iological 
state of being conservative and mild* Thy Soviet advisers would natural- 
ly be Interfering in various ways, would be doubtful, and would not trust 
the Chinese Communists* From this, there eye bound to be tone wrong de- 
ductions end childish action on the part of the USSR* Such a state of 
affaire would bring about displeasure end loss of intimacy.

3* In April se«J 3 lojn_qf the Chinese Communist Central Com- 

mitte* there were many discussions on Chi neFe ‘ Utf&moni-s f Internal disunity* 

Xn a final report of the Chinese Cowmcmist central authorities, there were 

put forward the following three problems s 

a* Production and reconstruction were the crucial problems, and the prior- 
ity in importance of cities over the villages vao stressed as opposed to 
the view that villages were more important than cities* 

b« There were two extremes in policy toward the democratic parties or 
cliques s Hie cloee^door policy and that to accommodate, 

«* Hie lack of confidence in production and r e co ns true tl on B and the dream 
of American and British economic assistance. 


From that time on*, the Chinese Comma! .» ts have won military victories; and 
In the process of economic improvement p it can be ssGLd* in general, that the 
above-stated difference© in views have not brought any important development. 

5* I^i November 1950* when the Chinese Communists? were about to join the Korean 
war* Chinese Communist documents emphatically pointed out that there were 
people opposed to the participation in the Korean war, these people reasoned 
that China., should have closed hex doors in order to do recons traction work,, 
and that the United States would not t^ke the opportunity to Invade Man- 
churia* at least not so early * Some said that CKU Te t . LIU Po~ chang and TUETS 
Pi-vnx were against participation in the Korean war, but it iim not been 
verified* 

6* Upon taking part in the Korean war, the Chines© Cosamatd&te had done a aeries 
of things to frustrate friendly relations between China end the United States* 
so as to prove definitely the necessity for joining the war. Though such 
propaganda produced appreciable results* the targe number of casualties sus- 
tained by the Chinese Communist® at the Korean front, coupled with the In- 
creased threats of a great war, have actually intensified people's fear of 
war* and the internal disquiet of the Chinese Communists *

At the same time* 
the Chinese Commanists silenced the propaganda to drive the United Nations 
troops out of Korea and into the sea, This might he en indication that the 
Chinese Gormminista hare learned a lesson from the Korean war, and that they 
might he waiting to us© the 38th Parallel m the basis for settlements 

S* The Chinese Communists have not slowed down their struggles at home as a 

result of the Korean war* On the contrary, they hrve been ' r t tamping out the 
counter-revolution movements® and vigorously proceeding with land reform 
^nd with interflow of goods to keep sound their economy „ Everywhere they 
agitate against tolerance, rightist* end the desire for peace. Such heavy 
war pressure and the tens© atomosphere further increased disquiet among the 
Communists and especially among the dea?ocratio partis© or cliques*

9« In the period of cooperation between the Nationalists and the Chinese Com- 
munis te* the Chinese Communists, from H&O Tse-tung down, believed from the 
bottom of their hearts # that the fundamental policy of cooperation between 
Chinese Nationalists and Chinese Communists was right. However., at th?t 
early stage* the Communist International looked down upon the strength of the 
Chines© Communists and did not help them to develop fully* After losing 
many chances to get prepare, it was hastily decided to make the Chines* 0om*iion~ 
Isis fight with the Chinese Nationalists for supremacy in China. This was 
the cause of the failure that they faced, 

10, After the split between the Chines© nationalists and the Chines*) Communists* 
the Chinese Communists leaders believed that their stem opposition to 
Chiang Kai-shek^ Government was the correct fundamental policy. However, 
the Communist International should be held responsible for guerrilla war- 
fare and the Leftist blind-folded LI Li-sen^s Mae in the time of the Sov- 
iets that grew up during the period of armed riots, 

11- Luring the war against Japan, the Communist International had given little 
interference in the affairs of the Chinese Communists, apart from making 
political suggestions. We, therefore, could not see any split in the 
relations between the Chinese Comnunists and the US5B, 

12* In general, there has not been any split between the leaders of the Chi- 
nese Communists and those of the USSB, However, from the historical view- 
point, there were diff preneee in the many actual policies. Thus we may 
say that the Chinese Communist leaders are not without cond itlor f a in their 
admiration of the Soviet leaders* ” ^ ~ 


13- In the past, when the representatives of the Communist Internationa?, inter- 
fered with the Internal affairs of the Chines# Communists, the Chinese 
Communist leaders often ridiculed them for their ignorance of the conditions 
in China* Pro- Russian elements such as CB*U 0h R u~p&i were often ridiculed 
as w comp redo r es w , Mif was usually looked down upon by the Chinese Commun- 
ists, CHEN Shao-yu and CHANG Wen- tien were singled out a© belonging to the 
Soviet- re turned clique* 

Within the COP and its armed forces, the cadres fall into various groupings* 
namely, those of the First* Second, and the Fourth Armies, those of the Long 
March* end those recruited since the war against Japan. Among the techni- 
cian© there are those of the Northeast clique and those of the Non-Northeast 
clique* Northerner© are & majority among the local cadres. Besides, there 
are also returned students from the United States end Europe 0 and the fight- 
ing among the various cliques that took place In the past. These are the 
potential factors of split* 

15* In conclusion* within the CCF there is yet no sign of any social, democratic 
ideology or that of democracy as opposed to Cammunism^ nor is there any sign 
of the formation of an international clique as opposed to a nationalist cli- 
que, Complicated difference© in views * have been R?ny* and these may pos- 
sibly lead to development of factions <

16. The various views held by CHOU Sn-lai* 0HU Te. LIN Tsu-han, LIU Po-cheng 8 

aad TUNG Fl-wu may possibly be milder* from the point of view of the Korean 
war or as regards to internal military and political policies* However* 
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17. The views held by GUM $hao~yu, C HANG Ven-tien, WANG Chia-hsiang, LX Ll~san, 
and others say be more radical, from the viewpoint of internal polity or from 
that of foreign policy® Their important backing is their intimate relations 
with the USSR. Hov/ever, LI bi-»an is not In agreement or on good terns with 
CHEN Shao-yu, nor with CKABL Wen- Tien. 

l$ a MAO Tsa-tung, LIU Shao-chi, CHEN Tun, LIN Piao* P'»ENG Chen are possibly 

in between those two groups® They have never had relations with the USSR* 
However, the prestige and strong personality of MAO Tce-timg has had de- 
ciding effects on the formulation of Chinese Communist Party policies® 

19» In the pae£, MAO Tee- tong and CHOU En-l«i had some far-reaching controversies, 
and both LI Li-saa and CHEN Shao-yu were once defeated by MAO Ts«~tung« 

Possible Developments 

SO. A serious split may develop within the CCF about the degree- of the leaning- 
to-one-eide policy, relations with the United States and Great Britain* the 
question of the Korean war, md the issue of peace and war® Aside from all 
these, there is yet no sign of any major split on other issues- The growth 
of a split of this type requires a considerable length of time* 

21® The problem of China and that of Asia are involved with a large number of 
complications that grew up in the past* There are certain differences in 
opinion among the democratic nations and within the major countries them- 
selves® The American China Policy is* in general, an accurate and cautious 
one. However, in the eyes of the Asiatics, the democratic countries have not 
yet had the Asiatics establish a concise and explicit policy to build up a 
democratic Asia that commands the sympathy of the Asiatics. 

22® In connection with the problem of China, one may say that in the implemen- 
tation and explanation of her policy, the United States seems to have not 
drawn a rigid line of demarkation between the Chinese Communists and the 
Chinese people* with the aim to make careful a and patient attempts to win the 
sympathy of the Chinese people® 

2J« To isolate the Chinese Communists, to deliver blows to the Chinese Commu- 
nists, and at the same time to win the sympathy of the Chinese people, and 
then to bring about the growth in Chir&of sn independent democratic force 
axe no doubt the most important points for democratic forces in the present 
day situation In China® 
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
